Notes for CHARLES PAULHILL REYNOLDS: 

Charles P, Reynolds (the P. stands for Paulhill) I have been told, and is not Peyton after his 
father's name, as I had always thought. Charles Paulhill Reynolds was in the Confederate Army 
in the Partisan Rangers as a Sgt. Co. H 53 rd Regiment of Al. He was first inlisted as of 
August 18, 1862 at Elba, AL by Capt E.P. Fleming for the period of the WAR. He died ina 
prison at Camp Chase, U.S.A. General Hospital near Columbus, Ohio. Date of death listed 
as Nov 5 1864. He is buried 1/3 mile South c.c. 

Cause of death listed as Small Pox. Number of Grave looks like 410 on the papers I have. 

The town of Geneva, AL has out up a Memorial Statue in his honor. 

Here is some information on the Regiment that Charles P. served in during the Civil War: 


53rd Alabama Cavalry Regiment (Partisan Rangers) 

The 53rd. was organized by increasing the 1st Cavalry Battalion to regimental size at 
Montgomery on 5 November 1862. Recruits were from Autauga, Coffee, Coosa, Dale, Dallas, 
Lauderdale, Lowndes, Macon, Monroe, Montgomery, Pike, Tallapoosa and Wilcox Counties. I 
proceeded in a few weeks to Mississippi. In moving from Columbus, Ms to Decatur, Al. , in 
Lawrence County, AL, a portion of the regiment was there equipped and proceeded to join 
General Earl Van Dorn. This Battalion was in the fighting at Thompson's Station, and at 
Brentwood. The regiment was engaged in the fight with Union General, Grenville Dodge at 
Town Creek and in the pursuit of Union Col. Abel Streight. Soon after, the 53rd joined the 
main army at Dalton as part of General Moses W. Hannon's Brigade, General John Kelly's 
Division. It operated on the right of the army as it fell back toward Atlanta and was engaged in 
constant duty. When Union General William T. Sherman reached Atlanta, the 53rd was the 
principal force engaged in the daring raid in his rear, whereby a valuable train was destroyed. It 
was then at the heels of Sherman as he devastated Georgia and the Carolinas, and it took part 
in the last operations of the war in that quarter. It surrendered a small number with General 
Joseph E. Johnston at Durham Station. Orange County, NC, on 26 April 1865.
